C hicago Fire 
‘Nationalized’ 
_ by President 


The anniversary of Chicago's great 
fire was set aside yesterday by Presi- 
dent Harding ag “National Fire Pre- 
vention day,” when by every possible 
means the people of every city and 
hamlet in the union will be impressed 
with the necessity for conserving cre- 
ated wealth through elimination of 
fires. i 


The President in a proclamation ad- 
dressed to the governors of the various 
States of the Union designated Oct. 10 
ag the day for the commemoration of 
the Chicago fire. The fire occurred on 
Oct. 9, but that date falls on Sunday, 
and the President named the day fol- 
lowing for the observance. 

Annual Death Toll 15,000. 
In his proclamation President Har- 
ding gives some startling figures on 
the damage done by fire in this coun- 
try. 
“The annual loss of life is estimated 
at 15,000 human beings, most of them 
women and children,” he says. 
“While the world begs for Ameri- 
can products, our fire losses increased 
in 1920 to over $500,000,000, and in the 
five years previous, totaled $1,416,875,- 
000—buildings, foodstuffs, and other 
created wealth needlessly wiped out.” 

The president also points to timber 
fires in 1920 totaling $85,000,000, which, 
he says, threaten aridity to 56,000,000 
acres of hitherto productive timber- 
land. 

“Most of the fire losses,” his proc- 
lamation continues, “are due to care- 
lessness and-may be easily prevented 
by increased care and education on 
the part of our citizens.” 

Asks Governors to Lead Way. 

The President urges the governors 
of the various states “to request the 
citizens of their states to plan for the 
day, through pulpit, press and forum, 
such instructive and educational exer- 
cises as shall impress the public mind 
with the threatened economic disaster 


He urges that systematic instruction , 
in fire prevention be promoted in all of 
the schools of the ceuntry, and that 
every citizen every day exercise the ut- 
most caution to safeguard from fire, 
by “ observing cleanliness and order in 
homes and communities.” | 
“Fire is a danger that never sleeps,” 
he warns, “and it is only by doing our 
duty as citizens, individually and collec- 
tively, that we may conserve the coun- 
try’s natural and created resources.”

MOSCOW, Sept. 25.—[Via Riga, Sept.

military affairs of the Russian feder- 
ated socialist soviet republic, appeared 
and addressed the graduating officers’ 
class of the national military academy. 

45,000 Soldiers on Hand. 

For an hour 45,000 red soldiers, com- 
prising the Moscow garrison, stood at 
ease and at attention in formaticn, 
facing the ancient red brick walis that 
surround the palaces, churches, towers, 
arches, and tombs of the predecessors 
of Peter the Great. 

The entrances to the square from 
the six side streets leading to it were 
roped off.

AMERICAN SUBMARINES A 
PERIL TO AMERICANS. 


The United States submarine R-6, a coastal boat 


attached to the Pacific: fleet, sank at its anchorage 
in San Pedro harbor Monday night, taking down 
some of its crew. The R class of coastal subma- 
rines was completed in 1918 and 1919, after the 


geaworthiness and effectiveness of the underwater 
ship. 

Through a fault of managemént or a fault of 
construction the R-6 began sinking while attached 
to a tender on one side and two submarines of the 
game class on the other, and went to the bottom. 

The American submarines are death traps with 
g@ record which stains American naval history. The 
only reason the disasters have not been more mur- 
derous is that the submarineg have been unfit for 
service and ha¥e not been sent to sea. Their acci- 
dents happen to them while they are in the harbor, 
with conditions perfect for escaping the worst con- 


A glimpse of criminal official negligence was had 
when the F-4 carried twenty-one men down to the 
bottom off Honolulu in 1915, and when later the 
naval board of inquiry reported that the ship was | 
unfit for sea, that its lining was corroded, its driv- 
ing power poor, and that it was unable to get to 


In 1916 the E-2 blew up in New York harbor, 
killing five men and injuring ten others.

In June, 1917, when Rear Admiral Grant was 
told to prepare submarines for service {n Europe, 
he selected twelve“but none was fit for the work, 
and he not only conceded it but made the conces- 
sion almost an accusation. 

_ ‘When the first five were sent to Europe one 
had to be taken in tow when three miles out of 
port. The best one of them could only do 1,300 
miles of the distance under her own power, and 
the accompanying ships were towing some of them 
all the time. They were nursed across with one 
engine going, and the highest accomplishment of 


the officer in charge was to get them across at all. . 


When they were across and had been fully 
manned by crews which had been given the train- 
ing they lacked, the boats did as well as could be 
expected, considering their limitations and defects, 
which only proved that the American sailor, con- 
fronted with an emergency, will break his neck to 
overcome the obstagies which the swivel chair auto- 
crats have put in his way. 


The many accidents which resulted in loss of’ 


boats and men in the British, German, Japanese, 
and French services may be regarded as the acci- 
dents inevitable in experiment and development. 
The American submarines have not been sacrificed 
to progress but to retrogression. The bureaucracy 
has refused ta.make use of the progress of other 
nations or of their experiences. . 

The United States more than any other nation 
has suffered from the destructive self-sufficiency 
and egotistic pride and thick-headed obstinacy of 
bureau chiefs.

Public opinion is almost unanimously with the 
arbitrator and against those men who refused to 
keep their pledges. Then the arbitrator learns 
that contractors, who also had pledged themselves 
to abide by his decision, have thrown it into the 
discard and paid the old scale in order to keep 
temporary peace with their workmen. He is angry. 
More than that; he is mad—and justly so. His 
weeks of labor have been thrown in his face. 

“You see what a total lack of integrity there 

is in the, building industry,” he says, and that is 
putting it mildly. It is rotten to the core. Crooked 
agents, ignorant and poorly balanced 
workmen, selfish and narrow visioned contractors, 
greedy material dealers, all are taking part in 
what is in effect a conspiracy to ruin Chicago. Not 
only their own livelihood but the growth and pros- 
perity of the entire Chicago district with its: mil- 
lions of residents are menaced by their dishonesty, 
greed, and blindness. - 
If Judge Landis can clean up the mess we will 
hail him as the world’s most powerful genius. 
Not even the world’s most powerful genius, we 
believezcould accomplish the task alone. He must 
have the support of public opinion. That sup- 
port must be sufficiently defined to impress upon 
every workman involved, every contractor, and 
every material dealer that if they @o not clean 
up their own organizations they can never expect 
either sympathy or support when they appeal for 
justice.

‘It is reported from Washington that “ plans ars 
already laid to wage a spirited campaign in both 
the senate and house to curtail the size of the army 
and navy, cutting far below even the minimum 
fixed for the fiscal year.” 

The incurables are still at large. They are still 
convinced the way to bring about world peace is to 
strip the most pacific nation in’ the world, save 
China, of all means to defend itself from aggres- 


the history of the past nor the facts of the present 
have any influence upon it. It is their dogma and, 
if the facts ofyxperience discredit it, so much the 
worse. for the facts. 

“To argue with Bryan, Capper, Jordan, or any of 
our Jeading pacifistg is worse than time wasted, 
but their infinence must be met or the country and 
its youth will pay, as they have paid within three 
years, in wasted blood and treasure. The army has 
now been reduced "below the minimum needed for 
our defense. It is the intention of the pacifists to 
reduce it still further. The navy will De attacked. 
Public preoccupation with private cares and domes- 
tic problems will be taken advantage of and the 
desire for government economy will be perverted 
if. possible to bring pressure for a crippling reduc- 
tion of appropriations for defense on land and sea 
and in the air. 

The press’of this country has a clear duty to 
confront this pacifist movement aggressively and 
defeat it. The folly of it is not a fair measure of 
the threat it contains at such a critical period of 
our history as this. We would especially recall the 
relations of German propaganda to the peace move- 
ment before our entrance into the war. The efforts 
of Rosika Schwimmer, who was accepted warmly 
by all the pacifists and turned out to be an enemy 
propagandist, will be remembered. German official 
espionage had no difficulty in working through 
pacifist and pseudo-pacifist organizations. 

What has been done before can be done again 
and will be done. It is in all probability being 
done to strengthen any influence which tends to 
strip our country of means to protect its interests 
and its security. For years there has been a propa- 
ganda in this country to make it appear that Jap- 
anese policy is pacific. It is significant of the gulli- 
bility of an amiable class of our peace loving peo- 
ple that this propaganda has worked with effect 
through our churches, many of whose members 
apparently have been led to believe that Japanese 
policy is, in spite of appearances, more Christian 
than Christendom, and the twenty-one points, 
nearly jammed down the Chinese throat, were to 
be considered only an altruistic effort to help China. 

There is nothing which better illustrates our 
willingness to believe anything which ministers to 
our comfort than the ease with which the mis- 
treatment of Corea and China has been condoned 
by men and women who hold theoretically that 
the golden rule should ” the law for nations as 
for men. 

Organized pacifism, subtly influenced by enemy 
propaganda, and working with the current of un- 
thinking optimism, indifference, and the will to 
believe what is pleasant, is not to be ignored or 
underestimated, especially when we consider that 
congress is easily bullied by veciferous minorities.

So far as I am aware, these numerals have been 
used in modern times only in these children’s count- 
ing-out rhymes, ‘and in cdunting sheep as they en- 
ter the fold, by the shepherds in the remoter dales 
of Yorkshire and Cumberland.

THE NEGRO IN INDUSTRY. 
HE 1920 census showed two tenden- 
cles among Negroes. 
The first is that they are moving 
out of thé rural into the urban dis- 
tricts and especially into the great in- 
dustrial districts, 

When the great industrial enterprises 
were short of labor during the world war 
they remembered that the Negro does 
not lend himself readily to organization 
and they pounced on him as a reservoir 
of supply. When they did they started 
something which will cost many a penny 
before it stops. 

The census shows that the migration of 
Negroes to every northern state was 
heavy and that it was heaviest to the in- 
dustrial centers. 


The second sales shown by the census 
was that the Negro death rate is almost 
as high as the birth rate. In the ten 
year period, according to the statistical 
bulletin of the Metropolitan Life, the 
Negro population increased only 6.5 per 
cent, or .66 of 1 per cent a year. The 
white population increases 2 per cent a 
year. Of that 1 per cent is due to excess 
of births over deaths. 

The Negro in America has come to 
have a low birth rate as compared with 
Negroes elsewhere. For this venereal 
disease is a large and perhaps the larg- 
est factor. Voluntary birth control is 
not a factor of importance. 

According to@he bulletin quoted, using 
the deaths as a basis and fixing that rate 
as 100, the city Negro birth rate is 104, 
while that of the country Negro is 159. 
Since the Negro is moving into town, be- 
fore long the chief factor in decreasing 
the Negro birth rate will be “ moving 
into town.” 


There seems to be a fair chance that 
venereal diseases will be brought under 
control, but it will take severa] years— 
more than a decade—to raise the birth 
rate by decreasing venereal disease. 

Those now sterile by such diseases will 
remain so for life. 

Unless something is done the Negro 
population presently will come to a 
standstill, since there is no Negro im- 
migration worth speaking about. What 
will the Negro do-about it?. The obvious 
way out is to reduce the death rate. 

Moving into great industrial centers 
has made things worse in more directions 
than one. 

First, there is bound to be a great in- 
crease in rickets. 

West Indian Negroes are.said not to 
have rickets at all. Southern Negroes 
do not have much of It. 

Recently a Chicago baby specialist said 
that every Negro child.in that city had 
rickets. It generally is agreed that a 
very large proportion of Negro children 
in northern cities have rickets. 

Moving to industrial centers increases 
the danger of consumption, and the conv 
sumption rate ofyadult Negroes is twice 
and of adolescent Negroes ten times as 
high as that of whites of the same ages. 
There will be an increased baby death 
rate. 

“The Negroes in those industrial centers |

In references, to disposition of money paid 
by automobile drivers for identification cards, 
we beg to advise that the city council in 
the annual budget, anticipating the collec- 
tion of this money, authorized the employ- 
ment of a vehicle registration supervisor, 
a number of clerks, and other expenses, in 
connection with administering the new law. 
These expenditures will aggregate about 40 
per cent of the amount collected. All of 
the money collected was placed to the credit 
of the general corporate fund. 

We are informed by the corporation coun- 
sel that, in so far as the refunding of any 
money is concerned,-the law is that “moneys 
paid for licenses, permifs, etc., cannot be re- 
ffinded unless made under protest and due 
notice given at that time that setund will 
be demanded.”

It is difficult to recommend a recipe

and salt. Mix well and cook until 
soft.” 

More rational than vinegar is boiled 
down cider, and some people like some 
lemon juice. The above recipe would 
ybe much too sweet for some tastes 
since the raisins and currants add 
sweetness. In one recipe, in an ex- 
ceedingly reliabe source, only two 
pounds and a half of brown sugar per 
peck of tomatoes ar@, used, and two 
pounds of raisins—no currants—but 
not nearly as much is needed in that 
case because only two cups of chopped 
apple instead of a peck is called for.

His son, Seymour Morris Jr., 
married Miss Margaret-Armour, daugh- 
ter of M. Cochran Armour of Evanston, 
in 191% 

While Mr. Morris had large financ‘al 
interests, his literary ones were not 
neglected. His hobby was his library, 
and he was the owner of many rare 
volumes. He was also an active mem- 
ber of the Chicago Historica] . society 
and was greatly interested in its work 
of compiling and collecting data con- 
cerning the early days of the city. ‘He 
was also a member of several of ‘he 
more importart Chicago clubs. He be- 
longed to the Society of the American 
Revolution, 

Several years ago er. Morris pur- 
chased the Levil Leiter home and es- 
tate at Lake Geneva, one of the oldest 
establishments there, and he and Mrs. 
Morris spent much time there during

Nashville, Tenn., Sept. 27.—News of 
the death yesterday of Bishop Walter 
R. Lambuth of the southern Metho- 
dist church in a hospital at Yokohama, 
Japan, was received here today.

PERU BOSS FOR 
ENSLAVING PRESS

nificance as the symptom of the over- 
throw of a state obliges us to withdraw 
for the moment from our policy of re- 
fraining as much as possible from judg- 
ments on the internal politics of neigh- 
bering republics. 

“It is well known that La Prensa, 
which was one of Peru's greatest news- 
papers, was forcibly taken from its 
owners and without changing the 
name converted into an organ for de- 
fending the dictatorship. 

“ President Leguia’s reference to the 
seizure in his message on the opening 
of congress provides all the data neces- 
sary to judge his conduct. In his 
message he said La Prensa was a bell 
of scandal, lies, and slander, and the 
flag of rebellion and disorder which 
was impossible to tolerate. In other 
words, it was not a newspaper dis- 
posed to give the appearance of hon- 
esty to the political proceedings result- 
ing in the dictatorship. 

“After this it is equally superfluous 
to comment on the _ inveetigation, 
which was made by the correspondent 
of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE sent to Lima 
to study the situation, and whose con- 
clusions embrace a vigorous knowl-

TREES AND FRUIT. 


There are few peach trees in the 
middle west that have not been injured 
to some extent by the peach tree borer 
unless measures have been taken regu- 
larly each year to prevent. Owners 
of peach trees are constantly having 
trouble with this pest and have to 
“worm” the trees once or twice a 
year to keep the borer in check. 

The peach tree borer, white or yel- 
lowish worm about on inch long, eats 
out patches or tunnels under the bark 
near the gurface of the ground. They 
have had a favorable year for their 
work and have lost no time. 

Up to this time the only satisfactory 
remedy, and one that is universally 
practiced, has been ‘to look after the 
trees carefully twice each year and 
destroy the worms by cutting away 
the injured bark and removing them 
with a knife or wire. 

Gassing the peach tree borer ig 
remedy that has been worked out re- 
cently by entomologists at Purdue unj- 
versity. 

Effective work has been done by 
gassing the borer with paradi-chloro- 
benzene. The fumes are said to be 
fatal to the borer. The para -di-chloro. 
benzene is sprinkled on the surface of 
the ground near the tree and covered
